PLATFORM MANNERISMS 
By Rev. MELVIN O. SMITH 


EXT, 1 Cor. 14:40,“Le¢ all things be 

done decently and in order.” Titus 1: 
5, “For this cause left 1 thee in Crete, 
that thou shouldest set in order the things 
that are wanting, and ordain elders in 
every city, as | had appointed thee.” 


PRELUDE: I am not a critic though 
I have undergone lots of criticism (con- 
structive I suppose); neither am I quali- 
fied for the giving of extraordinary in- 
structions but rather receive some; nor 
am I a prophet or a minor prophet; 
neither does it take a prophet to say what 
I am going to say about platform man- 
nerisms, etc. 


A mannerism is any act performed by 
the speaker which detracts from the facts 


which ought to receive attention. Many 
sermons fail because of peculiarity in 
manner or in apparel, or something which 
draws the attention from the message. 


Statements like these are frequently 
heard: “I didn’t get a thing out of what 
that man said, because he cleared his 
throat all through his sermon.” “If he had 
only looked us in the eyes we would have 
thought he really meant what he said, 
but now and then he looked above us or 
between us, never at us.” Or, “Do you 
know how many times that man repeated 
the words ‘friends,’ ‘yes-sir-ee,’ ‘praise the 
Lord,’ ‘amen,’ ”’ etc.? 


Then there are the gesticulations that 
are annoying to some people. A friend of 
mine was all the time critcising me on a 
certain line, so I had the opportunity of 
hearing him preach some time back and 
that was one time I was watching him 
closely, so after service I had the privi- 
lege of telling him his gesture was 
wrong. I told him he may use both hands 
in the hand forms except the index hand 
form which means to single out, or to de- 
note a warning. As it was this man used 
both hands with all the forms. We are not 
to forget the matter of personal appear- 
ance. We should avoid as many of these 
detracting features as possible. 

Then there is the tendency to bring 
one’s self into the limelight. Walking 
home from a revival with a friend I re- 
marked, “It was a pretty good meeting.” 
“Yes,” answered my friend, “but he men- 
tioned himself forty-seven times.” It is an 
achievement to keep one’s little self in 
the shadow-and bring Christ to the front. 
It is no easy matter to say with the 
apostle, “For I determined not to know 
anything among you save Jesus Christ and 
him crucified.” 

Christian workers often look for praise 
more than for results. It is regretted that 
it should be so, because we have such a 
wonderful Savior to present to the peo- 
ple. NOTHING should detract attention 
from Him. Our senseless sacrilegious wit, 
sarcasm, irony and stale jokes appear at 
times to be an exhibition instead of an 
AMBASSADOR with a message from the 
KING to the people. 

Let me say again, anything that will 
detract attention from our message such 
as taking our handkerchief out of our 
pocket, and putting it back, putting it 
under the Bible, then forgetting where 
you put it, then have to spend precious 
time looking for it, taking off your 
glasses and putting them back on, these 
habits, brethren, has the tendency to di- 
vert the attention of the people from 
your message. 

Remember the text, “Let everything be 
done decently and in order.” Amen.

34. 
From Philippi Paul wrote two 
letters to the church at Corinth 
and in these two letters he made mention 
of everything from repentance to the res- 
urrection, yea, even the kingdom. “Re- 
pentance,” 2 Cor. 7:10. “Justification 
and sanctification,” 1 Cor. 6:11. “Holy 
Ghost and speaking in tongues,” 1 Cor. 
6:19 and Ch. 14:2-4. “Church of God,” 
1 Cor. 1:2; 10:32; 11:16, 22. “Church 
rules or government, divine healing, 
teachers and gifts,” 1 Cor. 12:28. “Hair 
bobbing and drinks,” Ch. 10 and 11. 
“How to conduct conference;” “Women 
keep silent,” 1 Cor. 5:1-12; Ch. 14:23- 
40. “Resurrection from the dead and the 
rapture,” 1 Cor. 13. “Tithes,” 1 Cor. 16: 
2; 9 Ch. 

All these doctrines are made very plain 
in these two letters to the church at 
Corinth, and as the apostle was giving the 
rules for the sacrament in the eleventh 
chapter of First Corinthians, he con- 
cludes by saying, “The rest will I set in 
order when I come,” 11:34. Rest of 
what? Why, the rest of the doctrine of 
Christ that I have not made plain to you, 
when I get there I will set in ORDER. 
Order is style, system, method, a pre- 
scribed form of service, as of a rite.— 
Webster. 

With the above I think the reader will 
or has already agreed that the apostle was 
having reference to the ordinance of feet 
washing. Then another great reason for 
believing this is found in the teaching of 
Jesus Himself. In the thirteenth chapter 
of John, as he gave the plain example, 
Paul in giving the Church instructions as 
how to serve the Lord’s Supper, said, “The 
rest will I set in order when I come,” i. 
e. I will give you the example of how to 
do the rest when I get there. 

And when Jesus had finished giving the 
example of how the sacrament should be 
served, He immediately set the rest in or- 
der by rising up from supper and laying 
aside His garment (or coat), pouring wa- 
ter in a basin (or a wash bowl), @nd be- 
ginning to wash the Christians’ feet. It is 
an undeniable, settled fact Paul did preach 
that the saints must wash feet in order to 
have the favors of God and His Church. 

In the administering to the needs of a 
widow, yes, my friends, the Bible makes 
feet washing a condition, or a prerequisite. 
The widow “must be well reported for 
good works; if she have brought up chil- 
dren, if she have lodged strangers, IF 
SHE HAVE WASHED THE SAINTS’ 
FEET, if she have relieved the afflicted, 
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if she have diligently followed every good 
work,” 1 Tim. 5:10. Here we find God’s 
Bible said the saints’ feet, not her chil- 
dren nor strangers nor either the afflicted, 
but the saints’ feet. Saints are those who 
are sanctified. The CHURCH of GOD 
people at Corinth were sanctified, called 
to be saints, 1 Cor. 1:2. Then feet wash- 
ing is for the saints, the faithful in Christ 
Jesus. And if a widow is not faithful in 
this order of service, the Church is not 
held responsible for her welfare. “These 
things write I unto thee . . . but if I 
tarry long, that thou mayest know how 
thou oughtest to behave thyself in the 
house of God, which is the church of the 
living God,” 1 Tim. 3:14, 15. Notice, 
these things, more than one. Yes, the 
house of God is the place to wash the 
saints’ feet. Christ used the same place for 
washing the disciples’ feet that He used 
for serving the holy communion. 

Paul said, “Be ye followers of me, even 
as I also am of Christ.” In order for him 
to follow Christ he would have to wash 
the disciples’ feet and in order for us to 
follow Him we will have to wash the dis- 
ciples’ feet. Paul taught this doctrine be- 
cause Christ taught it. Christ not only 
taught it, but after His resurrection He 
commanded His ministers to go “preach 
and teach ALL THINGS WHATSO- 
EVER I HAVE COMMANDED YOU.” 
Matt. 28:19, 20. 

Christ certainly taught this doctrine 
and made it plenty plain. This was some 
of His last teaching, just before He went 
back to His Father’s house. Some of His 
disciples did not believe in this order of 
service; many of His disciples do not be- 
lieve in it today. And this is not the only 
doctrine Christ taught that some of His 
disciples do not believe. He is long-suf- 
fering though. He is not willing that any 
perish. He will wait a long time for His 
children to line up with His teaching. 

We find in Acts that every soul that 
will not hear every word of Jesus will be 
destroyed from among the people. Acts 3. 
Some will try to excuse themselves by 
saying, “This does not apply to me; it 
was an old Jewish custom.” But Peter 
said, “Lord, dost thou wash my feet?” 
And Jesus said, ““What I do thou knowest 
not now, but thou shalt know hereafter.” 
John 13. It looks to me like if it had been 
a Jewish custom Peter would have under- 
stood what the Master meant when He 
began to wash the disciples’ feet. Though 
Peter was a disciple, there was a significa- 
tion attached to this order of service that 
he was blind too, so blind that he said, 
“Lord, thou shalt never wash my feet.” 
Very well, Peter, you may do as you like. 


No one is trying to force you. But re- 
member, if I wash thee not, with me ye 
have neither part nor lot. You are cut off 
right here; this is as far as you can go 
with us. Peter believed the Master’s mes- 
sage, though he could not see into it. He 
knew not what it meant, could not see 
any reason for it at all. But just because 
Jesus taught it, he said, Master, if I have 
to do this to have fellowship or a part 
with you, wash my feet, hands and even 
my head. If Peter had held out stubbornly 
in this teaching, he could not have had 
any lot or even a part of a lot with Je- 
sus. If the widow had not been faithful in 
this teaching, washing the saints’ feet, she 
could not have required due respect from 
the Church of God. So, dear friends, let 
us take GOOD heed to the things which 
we have heard lest at any time we let 
them slip. Heb. 2. 

The Greek rendering for “slip” is lest 
we “become as a leaking vessel” or 
bucket); lest we “become thirty and 
there be no drink.” 

All these things are written for our 
good and they are profitable for us that 
we may know how we ought to please 
God. 

DESCRIPTION or EXAMPLE 

“Supper being ended, . . . . he riseth 
from supper, and laid aside his garments, 
and took a towel, and girded himself. 
After that he poureth water into a basin, 
and began to wash the disciples’ feet, and 
to wipe them with a towel wherewith he 
was girded.” John 13:2-5. 

Here Christ gives us the plain example 
and this shows how that a teaching may 
start from either of two points, from 
philosophy or from life. Christ’s teaching 
on this doctrine did not leave room for 
debate. It was not a theory. It was a fact. 
There it was a stoop that never can be 
forgotten, an argument which no ingen- 
uity could ever impair. It was practical. 
The Lord and Master had done it. It was 
worth doing, or He who never trifled 
with life would never have given the 
example. Then said, “If I then, your Lord 
and Master, have washed your feet, ye al- 
so ought to wash one another’s feet.” If 
we want to hide ourselves under a great 
name, Christ provided for this peculiar- 
ity of our nature. If, when you are in the 
humble act of washing your brother’s 
feet, there should come into your cheek a 
tingling of shame, you can then say, “I 
am washing a brother’s feet,” and you 
can use the name of One who is great for 
your hiding place. Yes, you may say, JE- 
SUS DID IT AND TAUGHT ME TO 
DO IT. 


Someone may ask, If this doctrine is so 
important to us, why did neither of the 
first three Gospels make mention of it? 
And then I would ask, If the “new birth” 
is so important, why did only John make 
mention of it, and also the golden text

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E are told that early in the Spanish Civil 

War, General Emilio Mola boasted how 
the Nationalist Armies would take Loyalist- 
held Madrid. ‘““We have four columns marching on the city,” 
General Mola said, “and within the city we have a fifth col- 
umn.” General Mola gave the 
fifth column its name but he did 
not by any means originate the 
idea, nor did fifth column activi- 
ties begin with the Spanish Civil 
War. 

From earliest history we have 
had spies, traitors, and other un- 
dercover characters who have 
worked to overthrow government 
and order. Civilization now real- 
izes that fifth column activities 
have been the greatest, and most 
powerful factor in the downfall 
of the nations which have recent- 
ly succumbed to Nazism and the 
Hitler regime. In the ages past the 
principal activities of traitors were motivated by either spite or 
money which was to them enhancing, but it has been said that 
in these days the matter is more complicated because there are 
many fifth columnists whose activities are motivated solely by 
certain ideologies so that they become conscientious in their 
undercover work, thinking that they are helping to bring about 
a great order in the destruction of democracy and the establish- 
ment of totalitarian ideas. These ideas, however, are not to be 
found alone in politics nor in governmental quarters but are 
also to be found in religion. The first fifth columnists and per- 
haps the master of all fifth columnists appeared in the Garden 
of Eden to bring about chaos in a beautiful world order that 
God had created, thus in the creation or genesis of God’s order 
man sold out. Approximately 4,000 years later in the re-crea- 
tion the same thing happened when one of the chosen disciples, 
Judas by name, proved to be a fifth columnist and delivered 
the Lord of Glory into the hands of His enemies. If these ap- 
peared in the beginning, in the Eden of God and in the re- 
creation under the ministry of Christ, it certainly is not to be 
wondered at that they will appear in these last days. 

“What is the cause of the failure of the Church?” is a ques- 
tion that is often asked. The Christian religion has failed and is 
failing in many places because fifth column ideology has crept 
into the ranks of Christendom. Modernism and a social gospel 
is being preached by many who have accepted the church only

as a cloak but have never had a change of heart, thus the 
modern churches have become filled with modernism. It may 
be said that this is not true regarding holiness and the holiness 
movements of today. Perhaps it is not, in the same way and 
manner, and yet the enemy is wide awake to the growth of the 
holiness movement. He is also wide awake to the growth of the 
Church of God and it is not to be expected that he will forget 
or be slack in trying to promote any fifth column activities 
among the holiness believers at any time he can. The devil is 
still a devil of spite, and a devil of greed, and a devil of self- 
ishness, and it is to be remembered that those who are guilty of 
treason are motivated by a lust for power, a lust for gain, or 
a desire for revenge, but the children of God should be wide 
awake to the fact that these are marks of the fifth column, and 
make loyalty the watchword, loyalty to Christ and His Church, 
never giving place to the enemy who would propagandize the 
minds of all of those who are trying to live true to God. 


Dorcas L OYALTY can be no more beautifully por- 

‘ trayed than in some of the feminine charac- 
ters of the Bible. It was a woman who showed her love and 
loyalty to Christ by anointing His feet and wiping them with 
the hair of her head. It was also a woman who proclaimed the 
resurrection message to the apostles after having been the first 
to the sepulcher to witness the stone rolled away and the angelic 
being standing by, and though few are mentiond, outstanding 
deeds and activities are attributed to women of the early 
Church. 

In his first letter to Timothy, 
Paul calls the attention of that 
youthful minister to the un- 
feigned faith which he possessed 
and which was also possessed by 
his grandmother and mother, thus 
signifying that his wonderful ex- 
perience and his success should be 
largely attributed to the influence 
of his mother. Then one might 
think of the great influence of 
Dorcas, the woman of Lydda, a 
woman who was full of good 
works and almsdeeds_ which she 
did. These and perhaps many other 
women of the early Church were 
responsible for its progress and 
success. 

It is no less true in the Church of God today for where the 
women of the Church are wide awake and have pooled their 
energies in an auxiliary to help carry on the work, they have 
been a valuable asset. Perhaps one of the most progressive aux- 
iliaries of the Church is the L. W. W. B. It is not possible for 
us to tell at just what time the organization of our women as 
local church workers began in the Church, but as early as 1920 
there were many such organizations as the Ladies’ Prayer Band, 
The Woman’s Circle, and the Dorcas Circle, organized in vari- 
ous local churches. These organizations were not uniform but 
were only local, with a variety of names and objectives. In the 
year 1936 a resolution was introduced in the Assembly asking 
that the name “The Ladies Willing Workers Band,” or L. W. 
W. B., be adopted as a uniform name for the women’s auxiliary. 
It was granted and since that time the auxiliary has been a 
great factor in spreading the gospel and in the furtherance of 
church work. At the state convention in North Carolina we 
heard the report of the Greensboro district, that the Ladies Will- 
ing Workers Band had raised $900.00 in helping to promote dif- 
ferent branches of the Church. The report for the state was $3,- 
628.79. This was indeed no small item, but at the West Vir- 
ginia state convention we were further inspired by a report that 
the L. W. W. B. of that state had raised $7,745.09. The loyalty 
of the Ladies Willing Workers Band is proven by their works.

These words, while being spoken to the 
disciples of Judas Iscariot, are still very 
applicable to those who would exchange 
Christ for the privilege of being a little of 
the world, something God’s children are 
not. Christ said we were not of the world 
even as He was not of the world. If we 
take on that little bit even, that worldli- 
ness will cause us to be in a lukewarm 
condition and according to Paul we will 
be spued out of His mouth for being in 
that condition, because we are neither hot 
nor cold. -Truly it would be better for us 
never to have been born than for that to 
happen, for according to Christ there 
will be great weeping and gnashing of 
teeth by those who are cast into outer 
darkness. Matt. 24:51. Truly we must 
hearken unto the words of Christ to Ju- 
das now so we will not hear Him say to 
us those condemning words that He said 
to Judas, FRIEND, WHEREFORE ART 
THOU COME? 


“Go ye into all the world and preach 
the gospel,” Mark 16:15. This is another 
commandment which is greatly neglected 
today. How many times has God said to 
you, “Go,” and you have failed? Many of 
you answer at once, “I would go but I 
have too big a family,” or, “I would have 
to give up my job,” or perhaps some other 
excuse, but the Word of God teaches that 
He will provide that necessary food, 
raiment, etc., for the family and if He has 


spoken such to you personally, to get up 
and go, you will be better off without 
that job anyway. Regardless of what the 
excuse you have offered, remember the 
words, “Thou art inexcusable, O man,” 
not only in personally getting out to 
other places with the gospel, for all aren’t 
called to the direct work, but we are all 
called indirectly in this passage. How? Do 
you member the mission offering you 
let go by and went on a picnic instead? 
Do you remember when you could have 
taken that preacher to his appointment 
he was about to miss but you wanted to 
go fishing or visiting so he had to miss 
it? Do you remember a way you could 
have helped the work along but you were 
too busy with your own affairs? If so,

Many 
members of the Church of God, professed 
Christians, will stand and hear the way 
criticized and made all manner of evil of 
and still not say anything in defence of 
Christ. Many will not answer even when 
a member of the Church of God is called 
for because they fear they will be thought 
less of than they would if they kept it a 
secret. They go to church then and their 
testimony is one of the most flowery of 
the ones offered. Still they have denied 
Christ. The Word teaches that if we are 
ashamed of Him He will be ashamed of 
us. Mark 8:38. It is very dangerous to 
deny our relationship by not letting it be 
known when opportunity affords. If we 
deny Him, He will deny us. 2 Tim. 2: 
12, and we will have brought upon our- 
selves swift destruction. 2 Peter 2:1. 

If we have been selling Christ for 
pride, money, social standing, or whatever 
might be the price we receive, we should 
get closer to God and cease selling Him. 
If we have been denying Him we should 
ask Him for strength to work against 
Satan and to stand up for Christ. Many 
of us should examine ourselves to see if 
we fit in the category, Gal. 13:5, lest 
we, too, hear this condemning question,

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Question: Please explain 2 Thess. 2:7. 
Who is this to be taken out of the way?— 
P.. D. #. 

Answer: The 2nd chapter of 2 Thessa- 
lonians tells of two days. One of these is 
the day of the Lord, the other is the day 
of Satan or the day of the antichrist. Paul 
states that the day of the Lord shall not 
come except the day of antichrist comes 
first.

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Question: Please explain Rev. 7:3. Is 
this seal the Holy Ghost?—P. D. F. 

Answer: No. To begin with, this seal is 
carried by the angel and is made by the 
angel. It is a visible mark in the fore- 
head just the same as the mark of the 
beast is a visible mark. One, however, is 
the seal of the antichrist and the other is 
the seal of God. It is a special designation 
of those who have accepted the Lord from 
the twelve tribes of Israel. The 144,000 
are all descendants of Israel, hence a Gen- 
tile cannot be one of the 144,000 as some 
have seemed to think. 


Question: Will you please explain in 
the Evangel Dan. 7:25, especially the last 
clause?—Mrs. V. Y. 

Answer: We give the verse: “And he 
shall speak great words against the most 
High, and shall wear out the saints of the 
most high, and think to change times and 
laws: and they shall be given into his 
hand until a time and times and the di- 
viding of time.” This scripture evidently 
refers to the reign of the antichrist who 
shall exercise great power and authority 
during his reign.

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THE BIBLE SCHOOL BY WAY 
OF RETROSPECTION 

LONG with the other depart- 

ments of the Church of God the 
Bible Training School has enjoyed a 
phenomenal growth. At the 13th An- 
nual Assembly which convened at 
Harriman, Tennessee, in November, 
1917, it was decided that something 
must be done about a Bible School and 
as a result this enthusiastic and de- 
liberate consideration brought about a 
committee to formulate plans and ar- 
range for definite action in the matter. 
A report of the work of this committee 
was made to the Assembly and _ ac- 
cepted. We give the report as it was 
read by the chairman of the commit- 
tee: 

“We have considered this matter 
and decided that we need a school. We 
first considered using the Assembly 
building at Harriman, then we decided 
it would be better at present to have it 
at Cleveland, and use the upper room 
where the Elders meet in council. We Haynes,

recommend that the General Overseer 
have supervision of the school and hire 
such teachers as he may deem neces- 
sary. This school shall be for the train- 
ing of young men and women for 
efficient service on the field. The Bible 
shall be the principal textbook but 
such literary work as is necessary, and 
music, shall be included in the course. 
We hope to have the school ready to 
commence by the first of December 
or as soon thereafter as possible.” 








The report of this committee was 
accepted and they went right to work 
to arrange for the school. The services 
of Nora I. Chambers of Illinois were 
secured as teacher and on January 1, 
1918, the first term of Bible School 
opened in the council chamber of the 
old Evangel office building in Cleve- 
land, Tennessee. This first term of 
Bible School was not very largely at- 
tended, there being only six students

but two of these are men who are today 
preaching in the Church of God,—Rev.

The second term of Bible School pro- 
duced Rev. Grant Williams, now pastor- 
ing in South Carolina.

(Continued trom page 8) 
tremors were severe, he said, they un- 
doubtedly were felt on land in that vi- 
cinity. The station recorded another 
earthquake at 11:58 A. M. yesterday, 2,- 
390 miles southwest of Boston, in the Pa- 
cific Ocean, west of Guatemala.” Two 
earthquakes reported in one day. Truly 
the hand of God is shaking terribly this 
old earth. Each tremor is the hand of God 
warning the peoples of the earth to pre- 
pare for the coming of His Son. 


The latest scientific report: ““On the top 
of Palomar Mountain, 50 miles northeast 
of San Diego, Calif., skilled workmen un- 
der careful supervision are bringing to- 
ward completion what will be the finest 
astronomical observatory on earth. About 
a year’s work remains to be done. Then 
posterity will see and photograph the 
secrets of the skies 750 million light 
years or, four and a half quadrillion miles 
beyond the present frontiers of space. 
The Palomar telescope, or, more precise- 
ly, astronomical camera, will use the 
famed 200 inch, 20-ton mirror cast in 
1934 at the Corning Glass Works.
